Superstition owes its creation to UM 


benighted ignorance of the darkest 
ages of the world, end it is now most 
cherished among the lowest grades of 
civilization. Just as the human race 
descends down the plane toward barbar- 
ism, superstition iiicreoses, and where 
barbarism yet roles, superstition reigns 
with it. Superstition H simply ignorance, 
and ite prevalence among enlightened 
peoples is one of the marvels of the age 
to philosophic minds. The extent to 
which men and women of even the high- 
est culture are the slaves of foohsh su- 
perstition is little known to the world, 
for most of its victims are slow to con- 
fess it; but here and there, when the 
inner life of some noted man or woman 
comes to the surface, there are few who 
are entirely free from its slavish exac- 
tions.

It was universal hangman's day even in 
Pennsylvania until Governor Curtain 
gravely offended the bigots of the State, 
only within the last scue of jeara, by 
fixing any and every day m the week for 
the. execution of criminals, ai,d since 
then no Executive has ventured to re- 
lapse into the ignorant-superstition that 
fixed unlucky Friday for capital execu- 
tions. In point of fact, theie are just as 
many successful entei prises conceived 
and decided npon on Friday as on any 
other day of the week, and tiiere ore 
quite as many failures and nmfoi tunes 
justly chargeable to every other day in 
the week as to Friday; but the Friday 
misfortunes are remembered and im- 
pressed by the "I told you so * sympa- 
thizers, while the other days which give 
birth to disasters are forgotten. Since 
tile world was, no venture miscarried or 
no movement brought sorrow, because 
it had Friday for its natal day. When 
germ-barbarians were guided by the de- 
crees of their imaginary gods, they may 
have been unnerved by days which were 
decreed as accursed, but it was not the 
fault of Friday; it was the fault of blind

Equally absurd is 
the superstition that to cross a funeral 
train is an omen of evil The ignorance 
of barbarism had its widest field for su- 
perstition in everything pertaining to 
death and the 0""*. aad Jt naa made 
the coffin, the train and the burial ground 
horrible with its inventions; bnt no one 
has ever shortened his or her days by 
crossing n funeral tram or by any other 
accidental association with tlic dead, un- 
less exhaustion, contagion or silly im- 
agination did the work - Philadelphia 
Timet.

Trinity Sunday. 


Yesterday was Trinity Sunday—a day 


that M generally observed in all Catholic 
churches. One authority states that Trin- 
ity Sunday is a festival of rather lute 
institution. This Sunday was anciently 
the octave of Pentecost, or Whit Sunday, 
and ae such was observed from a very 
early age of the church. The keeping of 
this day as a separate festival, in honor 
of the Blessed Trinity, was first enjoined 
by the Synod of Aries, A. D. 1260, and 
became generally observed about the 
Fourteenth century; but all Catholic 
churches, excepting English and German, 
have the Sundays named from Pentecost. 
Two human figures and a dove, or one 
with lamb and dove, were anciently used 
to symbolize the Trinity. Theequilateral 
triangle is very ancient, and is the one 
now chiefly used. The trefoil or clover 
leaf is a beautiful and natural emblem of 
the Three in One. Three circles entwined 
also have the some significance, the circle 
being the emblem of eternal existence.
